Social orchestras have been a part of 
North high for about the last eight years. 
In 1983 it was called the Little Theater 
Orchestra and was made up of members 
of the regular orchestra. They played for 
the all-school plays and other school ac- 
tivities. Their leader was Raymond W. 
Jones, musical director here at North at 
that time. 

In 1934 the social orchestra consisted of 
nine boys and one girl. In 1936 the or- 
chestra, now consisting of fifteen mem- 
bers, had modernistic stands with a silhou- 
ette of a man wearing a top hat done in 
black and white forming a ultra-modern 
contrast. 

The only complaints ever offered by any 
North high student was that the social 
hours were too few. The only idea offered 
for improvement was 'have lots more of 
them'.

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"Pride and Prejudice"

This semester's all school play, "Pride 
and Prejudice, " has a long story behind its 
production, rehearsals, and presentation. 
This article will attempt to bring you a 
cross-section picture of what went on be- 
hind the scenes in the month's preparation 
before its final showing, May 13 and 14, 
1938. 

One day about three and a half months 
ago, the Drama 4 class, under the spon- 
sorship of Miss Pearl Hausen, began seri- 
ous consideration of the all-school play. 
Their first move was to make a wide se- 
lection of full-length plays by well-known 
authors, and the second was the choosing 
of a committee of seven to read each of 
these and pass final judgment, thereby se- 
lecting the one to be produced. 

In the first step, the qualities considered 
in the play reading group were the length 
of the play, the number of acts and scenes, 
the difficulty involved in casting and stag- 
ing, the adequacy of talent in the class to 
make the showing a success, and, of course, 
its suitability for high school presentation. 
The play reading committee was chosen 
from class members who knew good plays, 
who could make intelligent surveys of the 
qualities to be found in the right play, and 
who had ample time to serve the class to 
the best of their ability. 

The committee, after careful reading 
and discussion of each play, held its final 
meeting and turned in a decision one w T eek 
after they had become a group. Their 
choice was a wise one. The announce- 
ment was made that Helen Jerome's mod- 
ernized version of "Pride and Prejudice" 
was their choice for the all-school produc- 
tion. 

Tryouts, scheduled for the following 
week, were amazingly successful. Many 
hidden talents were brought to light as the 
three judges, making their selections with 
unbiased opinions of those they watched, 
chose the players they thought most cap- 
able of portraying the roles in good style. 
These judges were E. E. Lory, D. A. 
Schultz, and Miss Pearl Hausen, all faculty 
members and professors of speech. 

Since the play required a cast of 25 
members, only the principals were chosen 
at the beginning. Then the task of placing 
those who had not succeeded in the pre- 
liminary audition faced the same judges, 
and snag after snag was hit before these 
were placed in the remaining parts satis- 
factorily. 

Rehearsals were continued, production 
staffs were organized, properties went into 
construction, and a constant hum of ac- 



tivity soon pervaded the drama depart- 
ment. Outside teachers were beginning to 
give up their after-school business or pleas- 
ure to come to the stage, spending their 
time in helpful study of lighting effects, 
types of setting and staging needed, cos- 
tuming, and color techniques to be em- 
ployed. 

Miss Geiger bi ought assistants from the 
art department to work on painting and 
designs for the set, also contributing much 
of her time to personal supervision of the 
work. Mr. Gooch concentrated on the 
building of props, most of his extra time 
being used in measuring, drawing plans, 
and comparing ideas with the other help- 
ers. Miss Moore, home economics teacher, 
brought her costume committee into the 
picture and helped with the decisions of 
types, colors, and number of costumes for 
each character, in accordance with the 
play's period, mood, and setting. 

The important point was that none of 
these committee members worked on in- 
dividual ideas or individual likes and dis- 
likes. There was in each contribution the 
combined ideas of a group — the ultimate 
guarantee of propriety and quality. 

The costume committee first measured 
each character from head to toe, listed 
them, and sent them to the Omaha costum- 
ing concern from which the outfits were 
rented. Then they made many changes and 
alterations necessary, and helped dress the 
performers on the nights of the play. 

While all these activities were carried 
on, practice was continued, with an aver- 
age of two rehearsals each school day; 
with a total of four hours per day spent on 
the stage. Saturdays, beginning April 30, 
the actors came at 9 :00 a. m. and prac- 
ticed till noon. Though the practice was 
strenuous, each actor carried on with slow- 
ly increasing interest and a fast growing 
enthusiasm for an intelligent conception 
of his part. 

With an almost superhuman effort and 
faith in her students' ability to work under 
her and give her in return a performance 
worthy of high praise after the curtain 
rose before the audience, Pearl Hausen 
strove on to make what she unselfishly 
called "our play" a success. The time she 
spent on rehearsals, her wise and precise 
direction, her artistic ideas and beliefs 
that gave the play its final polish, all 
brought "Pride and Prejudice" to life un- 
der the bright lights for the North high 
school audience. For that we thank you, 
Miss Hausen.

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Former Polarite Recuperating From 
Serious Illness

William Tecumseh Sherman, better 
known as "Billy" Sherman, waas born in 
Marion, Kansas. He is well remembered 
by sports followers for his athletic achieve- 
ments here at North high and later at Grin- 
nell college. 

As a Polar Bear, he was a football star 
and a track man while his efforts at Grin- 
nell were mainly confined to "lugging the 
pigskin." In his time basketball had not 
yet been inaugurated as a competitive in- 
ter-school sport and young "Bill" played 
only in the intramural contests. 

"Billy's" performances on the gridiron 
were very spectacular because of his small 
stature. On entering his freshman year of 
high school he stood only 5 feet 4 inches 
tall and weighed a scant 98 pounds, but he 
overcame this difficulty with his swivel- 
hipped dashes and his amazing speed. He 
was still small during college, tipping the 
beam at a mere one hundred and thirty- 
five pounds. 

Relating his track experiences, "Billy" 
stated that his main specialities were the 
100 yards, 220 yard, and 440 yard dashes, 
the broadjump, and the polevault. Prov- 
ing his endurance in one dual meet, Mr. 
Sherman competed in all five events and 
placed well in each of them. He was also 
a member of the quartet that established 
a state high school record for the one mile 
relay in 1908. This was a very pleasing 
performance to these boys, since they beat 
out two highly publicized teams, East Des 
Moines and Ida Grove, who had been fav- 
ored to win. 

In "Billy's" estimation the highlight of 
his athletic career came when the annual 
Drake-Grinnell football feud was renewed. 
The competition was extraordinarily keen 
in 1913, as a result of two previous con- 
tests in which Grinnell had won by a bare 
margin, and one of those by an illegal 
touchdown. The 1913 game ended with a 
13-0 victory for the Pioneers (Grinnell) 
over their Bulldog rivals. "Billy" was a 
major factor in their success with his 
dazzling long runs. It was in this game 
that he received his only serious injury 
sustained from athletics, a kick in the neck 
which knocked him unconscious. 

After receiving his diploma from college, 
Mr. Sherman took a coaching job at Rip- 
pon College in Wisconsin. After that he

went to Thornton high school in Harvey, 
Illinois, and from there moved to North, 
staying here for seven years. From 1919 
to 1928 he was head athletic mentor, and 
after quitting in 1928 he still remained as 
coach of the track team until 1932. After 
serving at Amos Hiatt two more years he 
came back to North, teaching history in 
loom 414 until his retirement in January 
because of ill health. 

"Athletics definitely do not hamper the 
student in the classroom," Mr. Sherman de- 
clares. "Many valuable qualities such as 
sportsmanship, endurance, and determina- 
tion are learned by the participants in 
sports," he added. "They work hard to 
keep their grades up in order to remain 
eligible to play." While Mr. Sherman 
coached at North, his team won the annual 
"Phil Watters Trophy" awarded to the best 
combined scholarship average posted by a 
football squad in the city. 

Mr. Sherman's sound advice to young 
athletes is: "Never overdue, and train 
diligently." He believes that " the run- 
down condition of many young athletes 
can be accounted foi in their lack of proper 
training !

Blueprints and Landscapes 



About 170 boys are taking mechanical 
drawing under Mr. Gooch. The class is in 
no respect an industrial training course, the 
main purpose is to give those interested a 
general knowledge of the subject. 

Most of the boys taking the course do 
not make it their life's work but only wish 
"To know how to speak the language." 

The first semester deals with the basic 
fundamentals of the subject. The pupils 
learn the use of drawing tools and language 
and learn to make drawings, blueprints 
and tracings of different joints and mech- 
anical pails. 

The second semester acquaints the pupil 
with sheet metal pattern drawing and some 
forms of pictorial representation. It is 
this course which many aeronautical stu- 
dents take to learn map drawing which 



they have to use if they continue in on 
aeronautics course. 

Semester three deals with the study of 
mechanical perspective and its applica- 
tions. Reaching this point, the pupil has 
the choice of either machine or architec- 
tural drawing for his fourth, fifth and sixth 
semester. 

The machine course includes a study of 
screws, threads, machine fasteners, and 
their uses, bolts and applications, cans and 
gears, use of formula and advanced assem- 
bly and detail work. The architecture 
course is a study of the details of house 
construction and the making of a complete 
set of plans, with rendered perspective. 

The average class is about 32 boys. The 
first hour class (above) contains 35 mem- 
bers.

mimeograph work. During their final 
semesters they concentrate on practical 
appliance. 

They take dictation in their shorthand 
classes and transcribe these notes in typing. 
Probably the latest addition to this course 
is the use of the ediphone. 

A student completing advanced typing 
should type at the minimum rate of 50 
words a minute, not exceeding one error 
in two minutes.
